France Has Largest Gun 


Throws One-and Half Ton Shell Over 
Eleven Miles 

Just to add spice to the disarma- 
ment discussions, it is announced that 
France has built the largest gun in 
the world. It is a 52-centimeter how- 
itzer. That is a 20.4-inch calibre and 
is larger than the 18-inch naval piece 
which was built by Britain during the 
war and mounted on H.M.S. Furious 
and the monitor Lord Clive. Britain 
had discussed building a gun of 20- 
ineh calibre, but it was never manu- 
factured. 

The new howitzer of the French 
can throw a shell weighing 38,080 
pounds a distance of 11% miles. 
When you think of projecting a 
chunk of metal weighing more than 
1% tons through the air to drop on 
a building or some other target, the 
imagination is stretched to contem- 
plate the possible damage from the 
explosion. The gun is carried on a 
railway mounting 98 feet long and 
weighing 265 tons.

34 teaspoon salt 1 cup milk 


Cream butter thoroughly; add sugar a 
little at a time, beating well. Add yolks 
of eggs and vanilla; beat well. Sift flour 
with baking powder and salt, and add, 
alternately with milk, to first mixture. 
Fold in stiffly beaten egg whites. Bake in 
greased cup cake tins, or in paper baking 
cups, in moderate oven at 375° F. about 
25 minutes. Serve warm from the oven, 
sprinkled with powdered sugar. Or cool, 
and frost the tops.

Too often it is presumed that 
knowledge is, in itself, suffici- 
ent, but such is not the case, 
Knowledge is power in that 
it makes etfective practice’ pos- 
sible, but it is the application of 
knowledge which secures results 
Water power always existed 
at Niagra Falls, but it was not 
until recent years that this 
power has been made use otf 
Now it is being developed arid 
converted into electric energy 
it puts machinery in motion and 


‘| produces light; it secures results 


because it is being made use of. 
In the field of disease preven- 
tion, the greatest and most urg- 
ent problem is to put to use the 
knowledge which is available. 
Weknow that typhoid fever 
ean be controlled through tive 
safeguarding of water and food 
supplies but this knowledgé 
does not cause typhoid fever to 
disappear, Typhoid fever be- 
comes a rare diseass in those 
communities where this know- 
ledge is applied so as to secure 
for the citizens a pure and safe 
water supply, and where food 
is safeguarded. 

The only reason why diph- 
theria continues to menace’ 
children is because full use is 
not made of the knowledge! 
which is available concerning’ 
the prevention of this disease.’ 
We know how to prevent diph- 
theria by asimple, safe proced- 
ure—diphtheria immunization, 
A number of communities have’ 
succeeded in banishing diphth- 
eria by making use of this 
means; {others have made no 
effort in this connection, and 
so diphtheria continues its ray- 
ages, 

All this is true for the individ, 
ual just as it is true for comm- 
unity. You will only secure pro- 
tection fromjdisease and keep 
yourself in a healthy condition 
to the extent that you apply 
the knowledge which you have 
concerning these matters, In- 
crease your knowledge by all 
means, but, above all, make use 
of what knowledge jou have.
